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1907 Christmas Seals 
Miss Bissell Tells of Original Seals 


In the March 1933 BULLETIN, 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
published a statement with regard to 
the 1907 Christmas seals. Since that 
statement was issued, the Delaware 
Anti-Tuberculosis Society has given 
very careful consideration to this 
whole matter and Miss Emily P. 
Bissell, President of the Society, has 
herself prepared a statement which 
we take great pleasure in publishing 
in full. The new price list for the 
1907 seals should make it possible for 
anyone who is at all interested, to 
secure copies for his collection. Miss 
Bissell’s statement follows: 


“I am assuming everyone knows the 
history of the Christmas Seal in this 
country, beginning with the Delaware 
Seal of 1907. The Delaware Anti-Tuber- 
culosis Society was incorporated in 1907, 
and for many years had no full time, 
paid secretary or permanent offices. In 
fact, until comparatively recent years the 
business affairs of our Society rested upon 
volunteer workers. It was, therefore, 
perfectly natural in closing up the 1907 
sale of seals, following the rush of Christ- 
mas and New Year holidays, the material 
left over, including seals, should have 
been stored away, shortly to be forgotten 
in the rush of individual interests of our 
workers. Years passed without thought of 
old seals, as each succeeding year brought 
new ones at Christmas time on a national 
scope. For years the 1907 remained val- 
ueless, stored away in boxes, bundles and 
cabinets, uncounted and forgotten. Many 
years later, when our Society became 
strong enough to maintain an office and 
part-time worker, I gave to the Society 
the seals remaining in my _ possession. 
Offices of the Society were moved from 
time to time, along with changes in our 
paid workers. Five or six years ago, with 
the aid of reliable appraisers and inter- 
ested ones, an appraisal was made on a 
perfectly honest survey of the known 
existing quantity at that time. This re- 
sulted in a list price being established 
in May 1928 of $5.00 and $7.50 per seal. 


About two years ago, during a thorough 
going through of our stock of tuberculosis 
supplies, storage cabinets, transfer files, 
etc., with a view to compiling an accurate 
inventory of supplies and equipment, we 
found a quantity of both type I and type 
II. The ‘find’ was later reported to our 
Executive Committee, resulting in an 
order to withdraw all sales through our 
Society until such time as the exact quan- 
tity could be determined. Several months 
later the tabulation was completed. The 
inventory showed 212,000 seals, which 
included printer’s waste, shopworn, torn, 
faded, rat-eaten edges, great quantities 
gummed together, seals badly cracked, 
brittle, and broken, due to age. The 
Executive Committee reaffirmed its order 
that no more of our 1907 seals be sold, 
giving instructions that the entire stock 
be gone over again and all imperfect 
sheets and seals be burned, the remaining 
perfect seals to be classified, counted and 
inventoried. This was completed several 
weeks ago. We then took under con- 
sideration the matter of arriving at a 
reasonable price on the seals, a price 
that would make it possible for everyone 
to own a copy. We also established the 
fact that the original plates and drawings 
had been destroyed. 

“We regret that discovery of a quan- 
tity of these 1907 seals in cleaning up 
our offices has brought us so much un- 
favorable publicity, causing people to 
think we are dickering in the seal trade. 
We wish to emphasize the fact that our 
Society is not in the out-dated Christmas 
seal business, and has not tried to deal 
in or put up the prices of our 1907 seals. 
We prefer that the seals should be within 
reach of all, and that the collecting pub- 
lic should buy through dealers rather 
than our office as we cannot turn from 
our regular work to enter the seal trade, 
and will not promise to continue selling 
from our office if we find it takes up too 
much time. 

“We reserve to ourselves the right to 
use our 1907 seals in stimulating interest 
in tuberculosis work, health education, 
school contests and in connection with our 
regular seal sales, therefore, anyone buy- 
ing them must understand that their chief

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Dr. E. O. Otis 


Dr. Edward O. Otis, who for 
nearly forty years has taken a leading 
part in the campaign against tuber- 
culosis in his native city and state, 
Boston, Massachusetts, and in the 
United States as one of the founders 
of the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, a director and a prominent 
contributor for many years, died at 
his home in Exeter, New Hampshire, 
on May 28 at the age of eighty-four. 

To Dr. Otis should go the credit 
for suggesting a national association 
in correspondence with Dr. Flick as 
early as 1898. 

At the time of his death Dr. Otis 
was an honorary member of the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
and was associated with the Boston 
Tuberculosis Association and_ the 
Massachusetts Tuberculosis League. 
For many years, since 1901, he had 
been Professor of Pulmonary Diseases 
and Climatology at Tufts College, 
one of the earliest chairs on this sub- 
ject in American Medicine. 

His books on tuberculosis have been 
for many years classics in medical 
schools and among lay workers. 

He was a former president of the 
Academy of Medicine, Boston, Mas- 
sachusetts Tuberculosis League and 
of the American Climatological Asso- 
ciation and the Boston Association 
for the Relief and Control of Tuber- 


culosis. 


Death of Dr. Probst 


Dr. Charles O. Probst, one of the 
founders of the National Tuberculo- 
sis Association and the organizer of 
the Ohio Public Health Association, 
died April 2 at his home in Columbus 
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Annual Roll Call 


We call to the attention of our 
affiliated associations the fact that the 
Roll Call of the American Red Cross 
will begin on Armistice Day, Satur- 
day, November 11, and continue 
through Thanksgiving, November 30 
—this period is the same used by 
the Red Cross for its annual enrol- 
ment of members for the past thirteen 
years. 

The National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation’s usual agreement with the 
American Red Cross has been re- 
newed for the year 1933 and reads 
as follows: 


“To prevent so far as possible unnec- 
essary overlapping of the Roll call of the 
American Red Cross and the Christmas 
Seal Sale of the National Tuberculosis 
Association it is agreed for 1933 that 
Chapters and Affiliated Associations be 
advised: 

“1, That there is no official connection 
between the Roll Call and the Christmas 
Seal Sale. 

“2. That the Roll Call is held from 
Armistice Day (Saturday, November 11, 
1933) up to and including Thanksgiving 
Day (Thursday, November 30, 1933); 
that the Seal Sale begins the day after 
Thanksgiving. 

“3. That both the American Red Cross 
and the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion will keep their Chapters and Affli- 
ated Associations constantly informed of 
this understanding and that both organi- 
zations will do what they can to clarify 
in all newspapers and other publicity the 
distinct character of the two fund-raising 
undertakings and to prevent overlapping 
of the periods during which it is agreed 
that the Roll Call and the Seal Sale 
respectively shall be conducted. 

“4, That this agreement permits the 
National Tuberculosis Association and its 
Affiliated Associations to deliver seals in 
advance to large corporations who use 
them on their bills, which are mailed out 
a few days before the end of the month. 

“5. That this agreement refers specific- 
ally to the Roll Call and the Seal Sale 
and does not preclude the extensive edu- 
cational and publicity campaigns which 
the Red Cross and the National Tuber- 
culosis Association are accustomed to 
carry on throughout the year.”

“Our Society is prepared to show 
evidence that the original plates and 
drawings have been destroyed, and to 
certify there has been no reprinting of 
these seals, and that every seal secured 
from us is an original of the 1907 
Delaware seal. 

“We will make no cash refund, but 
those who wish it and can establish the 
fact that they purchased seals direct from 
our Society or our consignment dealers 
since May 1928 at prices not exceeding 
the then established price of $5.00 and 
$7.50, less discount, we will reimburse 
by giving them 1907 seals equal to the 
difference between the price paid and the 
prices now confirmed by this Society, 
which follow:

Through- 
out his prominent career as_ the 
“Father of Public Health in Ohio,” 
Dr. Probst was recognized as an 
influential public health worker and 
an authority on tuberculosis. 


Passing of a Pioneer 


Dr. William Gray Schauffler, one 
of the founders of the National Tu- 
berculosis Association, recently died 
at his home in Princeton, New Jersey. 
He had been interested in tuberculosis 
practically all of his life. He was 
first vice-president of the old New 
Jersey Association for the Prevention 
and Relief of tuberculosis when it 
was first organized in 1907, and 
became president of that organization 
in 1912. When the present New 
Jersey Tuberculosis League was 


organized in 1913 Dr. Schauffler 
became a member of the board of 
directors and was president of the 
Princeton Tuberculosis League at the 
time of his death. He attended the 
first meeting of the National Associa- 
tion in Atlantic City in June 1904.

Tuberculin Testing 


The Attorney General of Ohio has 
ruled that “it would be legal for 
either a board of education or a board 
of health to give the tuberculin test 
to school children by means of the 
injection method or application of a 
salve if it is found to be a reasonable 
measure for the protection of the 
public health and safety.” 

Considering that the tuberculin 
test determines sensitivity to the tu- 
bercle bacillus, which means that 
reinfection may result in serious tu- 
berculous disease, and considering 
further that a tuberculin positive 
child is presumably exposed to an 
open case until the contrary is proved, 
it should not be difficult to prove that 
systematic testing of school children 
with tuberculin is a “reasonable 
measure for the protection of the 
public health and safety.” Copy of 
the full opinion of the Attorney 
General has been furnished by the 
Ohio Public Health Association and 
may be obtained from the National 
Tuberculosis Association. 


Illinois Legislative Survey 
Committee 


Early in the year, the Illinois Tu- 
berculosis Association appointed a 
Legislative Survey Committee which 
group has given careful consideration 
to tuberculosis legislation arising in 
the Illinois State Legislature. The 
action of the Committee has had a 
marked influence upor furthering 
desirable legislation on tuberculosis 
and in preventing the passage of cer- 
tain unfavorable legislation. Mem- 
bers of the Committee are: Dr. 
Robinson Bosworth, chairman; Dr. 
D. O. N. Lindberg, Dr. E. S. 
Murphy, Dr. Moss Maxey, Dr. F. 
Garm Norbury, and Mr. W. P. 
Shahan, secretary. 


Korea’s First Christmas 
Seal 


The National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation has recently received from 
Dr. Sherwood Hall, an interesting 
account of the first Christmas seal 
sale held in Korea last December and 
January. Dr. Hall is medical direc- 
tor of the School of Hygiene for the 
Tuberculous, Korea’s first tuberculo- 
sis sanatorium, located at Haiju and 
operated under the direction of the 
Methodist Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions. His wife, Dr. Marian B. Hall, 
is his chief assistant. This institution 
is doing an unusually fine piece of 
work in the treatment of tuberculosis 
and the dissemination of health educa- 
tion information throughout Korea.

For the purpose of developing this 
work further, the first Christmas seal 
sale was organized. After several dif- 
ficulties, the governor of the province 
approved of the suggestion and the 
Christmas seal committee was organ- 
ized with Dr. Hall as chairman. The 
design finally chosen depicts the South 
Gate of Seoul, the ancient capital of 
Korea. The seal sale was conducted 
by mail and in other ways. Every 
possible American method was ap- 
plied. Dr. Hall had been in this 
country two years ago and had closely 
studied our Christmas seal methods. 

As a result of the sale which was 
accompanied by a whirlwind educa- 
tional campaign, 9,100 students and 
2,800 adults heard the Christmas seal 
story and pertinent facts about tuber- 
culosis. Three thousand pieces of 
Christmas seal literature and letters 
were sent out and five of the leading 
newspapers gave considerable space. 
The sale brought in a gross total of 
1030.87 yen. Of this sum, approxi- 
mately one-third was contributed by 
Koreans and the remainder by foreign 
residents. 

The campaign resulted in uniting

Mrs. Grace Morrison Poole, Presi- 
dent of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, spoke on the ‘Cost 
of Mistaken Ideas of Economy” at 
the meeting of their Board on Public 
Health and Child Welfare held May 
25 in Richmond, Virginia. This sub- 
ject was chosen as a result of a 
resolution which had been adopted 
January 12 as follows: 

Whereas, In the present great crisis 
confronting the social order of these 
United States, there is a tendency in the 
law-making bodies of this country which 
' threatens the standards of public educa- 
tion, public health and child welfare 
through mistaken ideas of economy, 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the 
Board of Directors of the General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, in session 
assembled at Washington, D. C., January 
12, 1933, hereby protests against depriv- 
ing both children and adults of adequate 
educational and health opportunities. 


School Survey 


A self-survey of school conditions 
called, “Safety and Health of the 
School Child,” has been prepared by 
Dr. J. F. Rogers of the United 
States Office of Education, Washing- 
ton, D. C. It is an excellent evalua- 
tion schedule and would prove valu- 
able for use by all schools.

For Summer Camps 


Standards for vacation homes and 
camps are tentatively worked out and 
printed in a 34 page pamphlet by the 
Children’s Welfare Federation, 386 
Fourth Avenue, New York City. It issues 
without cost, except postage, a four page 
outline on tentative standards for vaca- 
tion homes and camps. 


Clifford Beers Honored 


Clifford Beers on the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the founding of the 
mental hygiene movement, on May 1 
at the annual dinner of the National 
Institute of Social Sciences, received 
the Gold Medal of the Institute in 
recognition of his “distinguished ser- 
vices for the benefit of mankind in 
connection with the establishment and 
work of the National Committee for 
Mental Hygiene.” 


Report from England 


We are in receipt of the annual 
report of the Ministry of Health of 
England for the year 1931, wherein 
vital statistics for that year are pub- 
lished. It brings to mind sharply the 
contrast between the timeliness of 
these data and the delay in publishing 
similar data in our own country. 
Here the volume of vital statistics 
for 1929 has just been published. 

The chapter on tuberculosis fur- 
nishes some interesting conclusions, 
as well as figures. Chief among these 
is the statement concerning the vari- 
ous “‘salt-free diets’ which are used 
in European countries, principally 
Germany. Two of them, the Gerson 
and the Hermannsdorfer, were per- 
sonally investigated by a representa- 
tive of the Ministry of Health of 
England. He concluded that the 
benefits to patients were doubtful. 
that a special kitchen and apparatus 
were necessary, that the cost of the 
food was 30 per cent higher than the 
usual sanatorium food, and the diet 
was not a pleasant one. In view of 
these facts he recommended that the 
diet be not adopted even for experi- 


mental purposes in any of the English 


sanatoria. 

The tuberculosis mortality rate in 
England did not decline much be- 
tween 1930 and 1931, the figures 
being 89.8 and 89.6. There was even 
a slight increase in the pulmonary 
rate due to the prevalence of influenza 
during the first part of the year, but 
this was compensated for by a further 
decline in the non-respiratory tuber- 
culosis. This decline, incidentally has 
become more and more rapid during 
the later years of the decade. 

As in this country, the declines in 
tuberculosis rates in the last two 
decades have been chiefly in infants 
and young children.

a speaking voice urging people to 
purchase Christmas seals and help 
fight tuberculosis. 

The low cost of this trailer should 
indicate its liberal use. 

Please remember the four follow- 
ing arrangements that should be made 
in advance: (1) One should be in 
every theatre on Thanksgiving night; 
(2) You should try to get the man- 
agement to agree to run it all through 
Seal Sale; if not, at least every per- 
formance during the first week; (3) 
Sometimes you will find it advan- 
tageous to have it appear twice on 
the same program (means two films 
to the theatre); and (4) Ask the 
management to “spot” it immediately 
after the feature rather than along 
with the regular trailer advertising 
the next attraction. 


Cincinnati’s Resolution 


Dr. William H. Peters, Commis- 
sioner of Health of the City of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, writes us that the 
Board of Health adopted May 12 
the resolution that requires that all 
butter sold in Cincinnati shall be 
made of cream from tuberculin tested 
cows in officially accredited areas, and 
that certification to this effect shall 
appear upon the label. This resolution 
will become effective September 1,

Clinic Growth Report 


The results of a study of clinic 
growth in the United States made by 
Margaret Lovell Plumley have just 
been published by the Julius Rosen- 
wald Fund. The report is entitled 
Growth of Clinics in the United 
States. Previous to this no attempt 
had been made to reach directly all 
the existing clinics, but through the 
cooperation of public health organiza- 
tions it was possible to get in touch 
with newly organized clinics as well 
as those of long standing, thereby 
making this the most complete study 
ever made. 

The recent development of organ- 
ized medical service in clinics has 
been most striking, the number of 
clinics increasing from 150 in 1900 
to over 7,000 in 1931. The greatest 
increase occurred in the last ten 
years. 
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
